The keynote of the resolution was 
struck in the first paragraph, which 
declares “That Poland and the Po- 
lish nation, having the and 
unalienable right to freedom and 
independence, shall be free and in- 
dependent from allegiance, vassal- 
age or obligation to any political or 
diplomatic power, doctrine, tradi- 
tion, dictation or influence.” 

A PLACE IN THE SUN. 


It is planned to send to the peace 
tribunal which will draw up terms 
at the close of the war powerful ar- 
guments for Polish freedom. Among 
these arguments will be petitions 
and resolutions from Polish people 
in every part of the world. A con- 
certed. movement to this effect was 
started several days ago by the 
Poles in Europe, and almost simul- 
taneously it was platined to hold a 
gigantic mass meeting here, under 
the auspices of the Polish-American 
War Sufferers’ Relief League. 

It was almost at the close of the 
meeting that the resolution was of- 


announced that the purpose of the 
meeting was to aid, in very pos- 
sible way, the unfortunate Polish 
people, victims of the war. Dr. R. 
Torrey, dean of the Bible In- 
stitute, had read pf of scrip- 
ture and prophecies relative to tthe 
dark da and the Nght to come. 
Several short addresses had been 
made dealing with the pitiable con- 
dition of the war sufferers abroad 
and voicing pleas for material aid 
in remedying their unfortunate con- 
dition. 

Then the resolution was presented. 
It was read and explained by Rev. 
N. H. Barragar amid great 
plause, and when put to a vote was 
carried unanimously. His voice al- 
lmost choking with emotion, Col So- 
bieski, who ise a descendant of King 
John III, the last King of Poland, 
made a brief address as he an- 
nounced the result of the vote. 

“We hope that the path has 
been opened,” he said, “to restore 
to our compatriots that freedom 
which our forefathers won for us. 
Out of all this bloodshed, carnage 
and destruction Poland shall 
emerge triumphant, to take her 
place among the nations of the 
world. Her fate has been the sad- 
dest of all the peoples at war, but 
as her night was abundant fn dark- 
ness, in the same measure shall 
day be in glorious light.” 

FOR PBACE AND JUSTICE. 

The resolution is addressed “To 
the Nations, Arbitrators and In- 
ternational Judges for Peace and 
Justice in the World,” and in part 
reads as follows: 

History, science, philosophers and 
sages have taught that unity, equal- 
ity and liberty were the vital forces 
of all nations. Poland, once pow- 
erful and glorious, has had a bit- 
ter experience. 

Today Poland, after one century 
and a half of endurance, is awalit- 
ing again a chance to claim her in- 
dependence. This is the accepted 
time for the Poles of the world to 
realize the importance of the apirit

Dr. William Horace Day spok 
fore a large congregation at the 
,,| First Congregational Church yester- 
day morning on the subject, “Wheat 
is the Bible for?” He took for his 
text Matt. xxii:37, and said, in part: 

“A remarkable conference of so- 
cial agencies has just taken place in 
Los Angeles. It mace us all aware 
that America is determined to know 
what is wrong and to put it right. 
What part has the church in this 
great social renaissance which is go- 
ing on in the world? . There has 
been a great many criticisms of the 
church because of her social failure, 
some wise, some otherwise, and we 
ask the question ‘What is the church 
for?’ The Church of Christ is or- 
ganized to propogate the religion of 
Christ. The religion of Christ has 
for its ultimate aim the establish- 
ment of a Christ-filled human sv- 
ciety, but its primary task is to 
bring it to the knowledge and ex- 
perience of God. For the meeting 
of that ideal the church has « social 
gospel which she may never discard 
and neglects at the peril of her serv-/ ¢ 
ice to humanity. The social prob- 
lems of poverty, crime, and disease 
are but phases of the great problem 
how to meet the needs of the handi- 
capped. Social service is the es- 
sence of religion. Jesus declared 
that His business in the world was 
social amelioration. 
“The chief foes of Jesus's social 
programme are the more subtle unes 
of apathy, of unwillingness to exert 
oneself in the interest of the truth, 
and moral blindness with the idea 
that it cannot be helped anyway. I 
am certain the saloon would not 
have survived so long, those fea- 
tures of child labor which: are op- 
pressive and detrimental to child de- 
velopment would have long since 
ceased, none of these diaboli-, anti- 
social conditions would have ex- 
isted, if the greed of men ind the 
cowardice of other men hai not 
been so largely supplemented by 
that major sin of apathy ahd moral 
blindness. 
“Social conditions have tremen- 
dous moral power. Starvation has 
something to do with stealing; 
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all. But when you have corrected 
these social abuses you have only 
come tothe problem ofthe problem, 
and that is the development of a 
character that is adequate to the 
control of the forces which now be- 
long to us, and that brings us to the 
fact that the fundamental task of 
the church is to bring men to the 
knowledge and experience of God, 
for only as you bring them to that 
knowledge and experience is vour 
tiadequate nutrition, your adequate 
education, your adequate  intelli- 
gence. Before Moses was ready to 
undertake one of the greatest labor 
movements in history, God led him 
*lup the side of the mountain, and in 
the presence of the burning bush 
that Hebrew shepherd had experi- 
ence of God; then he was ready to 
listen to His commands and because 
of this personal knowledge and ex- 
perience he could see the fuce of 
God and receive the divine inspira- 
tion which made possible that ideal 
social structure which has had so 
much to do with molding the social 
and political life of our time. 
“Social workers realize that today 
there must be something more than 
compliance with social needs. 
Shaler Mathews says, ‘if religion is 
to be anything more than mere hu- 
manitarianism you must give us 
companionship with the God of our 
spirits.

SCIENCE PROGRESS. 


Explosive from Nickel. 
[Pittsburgh Post:] Even if we 
are unprepared for war in the mat- 
ter of army and navy we have pre 
pared ourselves unthinkingly in one 
way by creating that useful coin 
the nickel. Every nickel has enough 


high explosive in it, after proper 


chemical treatment, to blow off one 
The total number of 
them loose in the United States 


/ would give us enough high explo- 


sive to make millions of bombs. 
The war has made such an im- 
mense demand for mercury, where- 
with to manufacture caps for rifle 
bullets and “detonators” for larger 
projectiles, bombs and 


of anything suitable,to take its 
place, the price of the metal has 
gone up nearly 900 per cent. This 
stimulated search for a satisfactory 
substitute and this has been discov- 
ered. It is picrate of nickel. 

If nickel be dissolved in nitric 
acid, and picric acid be combined 
with the mixture, the result is pic- 
rate of nickel. This substance is a 
tremendously sensitive and powerful 
explosive, so dangerous that it could 
not be handled with safety except 
by experts. But the same is true 
of fulminate of mercury. The latter 
cannot be handled in quantity, but 
for war purposes is put up in small 
metal capsules—caps and detonat- 
orse—for setting off 
bombs, grenades and shells. 

In view of the new discovery here 
described, it ig interesting to learn 
that practically the entire nickel 
supply of the world is controlled by 
England. In fact, one British com- 
pany owns the only two important 
known de ts of the metal—the 
mines of New Caledonia, in the 
South Pacific, and those at Sudbury, 
Ontario, where exploration with dia- 
mond drilis* has disclosed a body of 
15,000,000 tons of ore, representing 
a value of $30 a ton. . 

The only productive nickel mine 
in the United States is at Frede 
ricktown, in Southeast

JT 1S AN admirable custom to 
dedicate a day to the American 
Indian, The second Saturday 
of May, which has been appointed, 
will probably serve well as the day 
for the future. But, for this year, 
with its first observance, it should 
serve excellently. It comes as 
most timely reminder of duties ow- 
ing to the Indians which urgently 

demand performance. 

Many friends of the Indians will 

improve the occasion—very truly 

and justly—to dwell upon the debt 
we owe this picturesque people. 

Without them our early history 

would be colorless indeed. The 

American schoolboy would be badly 

off without the story of Daniel 


Boone and the Indians. The litera- 
ture of the world must have suffered 
an appreciable loss had not Feni- 
more Cooper given to it the figures 
of Uncas and of Leatherstocking 
and his red men. One of the most 


figures of history. 
treatment of the Indians lives as 
the most memorable episode of his 
career. The Indian’s influence is 
written into every map of our coun- 
try, and the music of his speech is 
linked with our streams and our 
mountains. Are there any rivers 
more beautifully named than the 
Shenandoah — Daughter of the 
Stars? Think of the sheer melody 
of such familiar words as the Rap- 
pahannock, the Susquehanna, the 
Missouri, the Mississippi. — 

But the reverse of the shield, the 
picture of the influence of the white 
man upon the Indian, is the dark- 
est page in our national annals. The 
New England conscience was 
shocked by the Mexican War; but 
80 long as time shall last Americans 
must blush for our treatment of 
Osceola, the Seminole chief who 
was made prisoner when entering 
our lines under a flag of truce. The 
rich possessions of the Indians have 
been always the object of the white 
man’s cupidity. The children of 
the setting sun have been pushed 
steadily backward until today most 
of them are in the West and the 
Southwest, making their last stand 
on government reservations, as in- 
dividual communities, 

In this long process of spoliation 
and attrition it should be pointed 
out many Indians have assimilated 
white civilization and customs, and 
have been lost sight of as members 
of the tribes. Fortunately, there 
has prevailed no such race prejudice 
against the Indian as obtains 
against the negro. They have been 
able to intermarry with whites, and 
the descendants of these marriages 
are in the United States Senate, the 
House of Representatives and the 
White House. For the national 
Legislature it is sufficient to name 
Senators Owen and Curtis and Rep- 
resentatives Hastings and Carter. 

Our Indians today number 300,- 
000, an increase of 15 per cent. with- 
in the past ten years. The aggre- 
gate value of the property they own 
is estimated at one million dollars. . 
A “backward people” in possession 
of such wealth is, of course, exposed 


A to robbery and fraud. — 


If, reminded by American Indian 

, Americans would do their duty 

by them, tlre national conscience 

should be stirred for their welfare. | 

And the time above all other times 
is now. 

Under the specious plea of set- 
ting the Indians free to work out 
their own destiny a number of dan- 
gerous measures have been intro- 
duced into Congress. Against them 
the public showld be sternly on its 
4 The Hastings bill would 

thdraw the Indians of Oklahoma 
from the care of the national gov- 
ernment and put them under of- 
ficials selected in deference to the 
wishes of Oklahoma politicians. 
Senators Johnson and Lane have in- 
troduced a bill that has a most cap- 
tivating appearance — superficially. 
It. proposes to give the Indians the 
right to elect their own superin- 
tendents. It is obvious that people 
chosen by Buch a process would be 
weak and indulgent rulers who 
would allow the Indians to do as 
they please, and would court popu- 
larity by helping thefr charges to 
dissipate their property as rapidly 
as possible. Joseph H. Choate, for- 
merly Ambassador to Great Britain, 
has protested against those insidi- 
ous bills; Francis Leupp, formerly 
Commissioner of Indian Affairs, has 
joined in their condemnation, . Light 
is thrown upon those bills, so mag- 
nanimously removing the restric- 
tions that have thus far proved 
wholesome for the Indians, when it 
is borne in mind that some of the > 
most valuable oi! latids of the Unit- 
ed States are in their possession 
and are safeguarded for them by 
the officials whose removal is 
sought. It may well be one cause 
for thanks on American Indian Day 
to, consider the record made by the 
present Indian Commissioner, Hon. 
Cato Sells, who has refused higher 

olument and an invitation to 
Congress because he has dedicated 
himself to the task of protecting 
and uplifting the wards of the ta- 


And it will be well if the Amer- 

ican people, mindful of the record 
it has made in liberating and civil- 
izing the Filipinos and in delivering 
Cuba from the oppression of Spain, 
will seek to parallel those generost- 
ties by a kindred work among our 
Indians that is still more obligatory. 
The American Indian should never 
have been left to grow up, genera- 
tion after generation, in ignorance 
of our language. The wall of diver- 
sity of speech should be razed. Our 
government should fulfill its formal 
agreement with the Navajos, to give 
a school teacher for every two score 
children. Justice and benevolence 
alike require similar opportunities 
for all other Indian children. 
We cannot degrade the Indian with- 
out degrading ourselves; and every 
gain, material and moral, which is 
achieved for the American Indian, 
is a gain for ourselves,

Veins Show Strength and Carry 
Large Values—New Metal Lures. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE 
ELY (Nev.) May 11.—A promis- 
ing discovery: of scheelite ore has 
been made by A. C. Hall and Joe 


Bayless in the scheelite district,

RICH SECTION. 

Tungstonia, at the north end of 
the Snake Range tungsten belt, is 
one of the richest portions of the en- 
tire zone, and is attracting much at- 
tention on account of the strength of 
the veins and the exceptionally good 
values they carry. 

The most important operations at 
the present time are those of the 
Ophir Mining Company, controlled 
by A. R. Shepherd and" George M. 
Rea of Los Angeles. have a 
group of twenty claims, held under 
option, which are traversed by six 
or more strong veins, some of which 
have been traced for more than a 
mile through this and adjoining 
properties. They are equipped with 
a milling plant, the original unit of 
which was about twenty tons ca- 
pacity, but this is now being added 
to by the installation of another 
twenty-ton Eccleston ball mill and a 
Wilfley table, which will bring the 
capacity up to about forty tons dally. 

The original plant consisted of a 
twenty-ton bal] mill, two Eccleston 
tables, steam engine, crusher, and 
other incidental equipment. Under 
the management of Mr. Shepherd, 
the mill was constructed during the 
past winter. This season was wn- 
uevally severe, and required the 
overcoming of many obstacles, espe- 
cially tn the transportation of ma- 
terial and supplies over the eighty- 
five miles of road between Ely and 
the mine. 

Over $26,000 worth of concen- 
trates has been produced from ap- 
proximately 276 tons of ore that has 
been milled in the course of the pre- 
liminary operations, which were 
conducted somewhat as a “tryout” of 
the property, rather than as an ef- 
fort at handling a large tonnage. The 
Veta Madre vein, from which this 
ore was mined, ranges from twenty 
to thirty feet wide, and most of the 
ore was broken by one man and sent 
to the mill without sorting. Handled 
in this manner, it ran from 1% to 2 
per cent., but if sorted, a much high- 
er grade product could be obtained. 

The output from the mill has been 
about two tons of concentrates per 
month, but when the new equip- 
ment is working, this will be largely 
increased. Royalties from the out-

FROM WAR'S EFFECTS. 


t's Great Mining 


Total Outgo from United States Appears Shade Larger 
than Before Outbreak of Conflict—Comparison of the 
Totals for Similar"Eight Months Periods Shows a Big 
Increase in Favor of that Ending with Last February. 


URING the eight months end-| 
ing February 29, 1916, there 
were exported from the United 

States to foreign countries petro- 
leum, crude and manufactured prod- 
ucts thereof, to the total quantity 
of 1,611,188,020 gallons and aggre- 
gate Valuation of $99,812,831, com- 
pared with 1,418,232,552 gallons, 
$84,952,187, during the same period 
in 1915, and 1,473,422,095 gallons, 
$99,740,696, during the same period 
in 1914,

CANADA BUYS HEAVILY. 

Of the total of 108,229,534 gallons 
of crude exported during the 1916 
period, no less than 79,961,987 gal- 
lons went to Canada. During the 
1915 period 63,521,276 gallons went 
to Canada of a total export of 96,- 
326.918 gallons of crude to all for- 
eign countries. g|§§ During the 1914 
period the Wominion took 42,735.,- 
556 gallons of 106,625,110 gallons 
exported. The value of Canadian 
imports of American crude during 
the periods of eight months each 


covered, was as follows: 1914, $1,- 
152.3650; 1915, $1,768,010; 1916, 
$1,869,622. 


The heavy importations of Ameri- 
can crude oil into Canada are made 
almost entirely by the Imperial Oi) 
Company, a Canadian corporation, 
commonly understood to be chiefly 
controlied by some of the old Stand- 
ard interests. This company has 
grown to enormous size during the 
past few years. Its chief ase 
is at Sarnia, Ont., and it operates | 
pipe line between this establishment 
and certain American oll fields in 
the Middle West, crossing the inter- 
national line by passing under the 
St. Clair River near Detroit. by 
which route about 90 per cent. of 
the imports of crude are transported. 

The Imperial also has a refinery 
at Vancouver, operating partly on 
California and partly on Peruvian 
oll. The company purchased pro- 
ducing properties in Pert within the 
last two years. Plans are now be- 
ing made ed some big extensions, 
including argement of existing 
plants at Sarnia and Vancouver and 
the erection of two refineries, at 
Montreal and Regina, respectively. 

The Canadian law has long im- 
posed heavy duty upon all refined 
products of petroleum, but has ad- 
mitted the crude free, in order to 
encourage home manufacturing in- 
dustry. A few years ago California 
oll forced its way into British Col- 
umbia under the free schedule as 
crude for use as fuel. Recently the 
coal men, facing bankruptcy as a 
result of this competition, induced 
Parliament to impose a duty on crude 
also, unless intended for refining, so 
that unless California oll can be re- 
fined in Canada and the residuum 
sold as fuel, it is likely that the rail- 
roads and manufacturing plants will 
again use coal as soon as their pres- 
ent contracts expire. 

While Canada has thus been in- 
creasing her tmportations of Ameri- 
can crude so as to almost double 
them in three years, our exports of 
crudé to other countries have greatly 
declined. Fbr instance, during the 
eight months ended February 238, 
1914, just before the outbreak of 
war, France took 23,962,207 gallons 
Valued at $1,812,782, and for the

had declined to only 1,797,075 gal- 
lons, $108.415. and to 1,389,380 gal- 
lons, $93,700, during the period 
ending February 29, 1916. The shut- 
Gown of the refining industry in 
France is doubtless the cause of this 
decrease in business. Spain is our 
second largest buyer of crude in Eu- 
rope, but her refining trade has evi- 
dently suffered by the war, for her 
imports of American crude amounted 
to 8,195,476 gallons, $778,250, in the 
eight months ending in 1914 and to 
£.571,.391 gallons, $655,890, for the 
veriod. ending in 1915, but dropped 
to 1,667,193 gallons, $119,855 during 
the period ending in February. Why 
industry should suffer thus in Spain, 
a neutral nation, admirably situated 
to supply the wants of many of the 
belligerents, is not clear. 
MEXICO A PURCHASER, 


Notwithstanding the fact that 
Mexico is the third largest producer 
of ofl tn the world, that country 
is, next to Canada, the largest buyer 
of American crude oil, but its pur- 
chases are for use as fuel.in northern 
border and Pacific Coast States 
which are nearer to American than 
Mexican sources of supply. During 
the eight months ending February 
29. Mexican importations of Ameri- 
can crude totaled 9,428,843 gallons, 
value $330,501, as compared with 
only 3,026,960 gallons, $118,293, dur- 
ine the same period ending in 1915 
and 9,199,886 gallons, $348,214 in the 
= months ending in February, 
1914. 

Practically all this crude ofl came 
from California and entered Sonora 
and Lower California, Mex., through 
Arizona and Southern California. The 
principal consumer in Sonora is the 
Cananea Copper Company which im- 
ports ite oil fuel free of duty under 
a special concession from President 


cently First Chief issued a 
proclamation admitting oil for fuel 
free of duty at all the leading ports 
of the Mexican Pacific States and 
Lower California, to assist the re- 
vival of industry.

fuel purposes. 

CANADA “GAS” SHORT. 


Notwithstanding its heavy impor- 
tation of crude oil for refining. Can- 
ada is still short of home-made gaso- 
line, and during the eight months 
ending February 29, 191§, the Do- 
minion imported no less than 20,- 
715,181 gallons valued at $1,986,926. 
Notwithstanding these importations 
the price of gasoline in Canada has 
climbed to figures that make Cali- 
fornia prices look cheap. Canada’s 
purchases of American gasoline 
amounted to more than two-fifths of 
all the gasoline exported from this 
countrv. 

Substitution of the lower grades of 
distillates and naphthas for gasoline 
in war service, has resulted in great- 
ly reducing the shipments of gasoline 
to all European countries, while the 
exporta of distillates have tripled in 
quantity and guadrupled in value in 
two years. 

The complete stoppage of all .oil 
shipments direct to Germany. Austria 
and Belgium, all large buyers, be- 
fore the war, has turned trade into 
other directions rather than reduced 
its total volume. The allies’ blockade 
has greatly affected the oil trade with 
Holland, the gateway to Germany, 
During the eight months ending Feb- 
ruary 28, 1915, no leas than 29,074,- 
656 gallons of American gasoline, 
valued at $2.942,456, left American 
ports for The Netherlands; during the 
same period this year not a single 
gallon was so exported. Undoubted- 
ly the Dutch receipts went chiefly to 
Germany. Holland’s imports of il- 
luminarts from the United States 
were also cut to less than half. Der 
mark doés not figure at all as a pur- 
chaser of American gasoline, but her 
imports of illuminants have been re- 
duced since the war began, Holland's 
importations of American lubricants 
have also been reduced 75 per cent.

SOLOISTS MEASURE UP WELL TO 
“REQUIEM” DEMANDS. 
By Edwin Schaliert. 

All that is vibrant, elevated and 
strong in Verdi's “Requiem” and 
much that is beautiful and exalted 
in hig entire musical creations, is 
summed up in the “Dies Irae” of 
that death drama which was pre- 
sented yesterday by the Los Angeles 
Oratorio Society, under the direction 
of Edward Lebegott. The rendition 
while it lacked balance, and was 
especially weak in the choral sec- 
tion, gained a degree of high char- 
acter through the narrative effec- 
tively unfolded by the soloists. 

We all know the Verdi of tuneful 
melodies that whine their plaintive 
song through the medium of the 


operatic stage, and are the property 
of caberet and 


meet on that rate ground of the 
“Requiem” belongs 
different realm, as 
the sweet melodious master 
described, as the composer of that 
huge vital work “Othello.” 

From its opening of black terror 
and despair through the episodes of 
soft pity compelling suppliancy, to 
the close tuned fn the same high 
emotional mood as the beginning, 
the Dies Irae” is the vivid picture of 
the “Requiem.” The remaining 
numbers might be termed first a 
calm prologue, and later a series of 
equally quiet epilogues. 

Tt was in these after pieces as 
well as in the many solo and quar- 
tette numbers of the “Dies Irae” that 
the soloists—Mrs, Marie Tiffany, so- 
prano; Mrs. Pearl Burck Selby, con- 
tralto; Henri La Bonte, tenor, and 
Clifford Lott, baritone—displayed 
their art to Taken to-} 
gether their work had more of a 
semblance of the real perception of 
the proper style for this type of com- 
position than that of any quartette 
heard in recent years in this city. 
Any defect in their work was due 
principally, I belieye, to lack of suf- 
ficient rehearsals with the orchestra. 

The chorus showed the fruits of 
very fair training in their tonal work 
in certain departments, although the 
tenor section was notably weak. The 
principal fault with the majority, 
however, was the lack of interest in 
the interpretation. Their presenta- 
tion of certain numbers like the 
May! holy, Lord God of Sabaoth,” 

difficult fugue style, rose above 
this level, and achieved a certain 
degree of distinction. 

The problem of giving a work of 
this character or an oratorio is a 
mighty one here, and Edward Lebe- 
gott, the conductor, deserves much 
credit for what he accomplished. The 
handicaps are numerous. The 
“Requiem” is more suited “to his 
style of conducting than the “Mes- 
siah,” and musically more sedate 
oratorios, and his reading was very 
ace attuned to the spirit of the
